SUBJECT: Preliricciy Special Dallas Report # 'V 
Covers third interview with Oswald and 
circumstances immediately following his murder 



This interview started at approximately 9*50 AM on SurKlay ^November 2U, 1963. 

The interview was _ conducted in the ^office of Captain Will yr its of the % Homicide 
Bureau, Dallas .Police. Present at' the int ervxe:-r'iri“ additi cn to Oswald 'were 
'Captain Frits, ^Postal Inspector' * Holmes, SAIC Sorrels, Inspector lelley and four 
members of the Homicide Squad. * The interview had just begun when I arrived and 
Captain Fritz was again requesting Oswald to identify the place where the photo- 
graph of him holding the gun was taken. Captain Frits indicated that it would 
save the Police a great deal of time if he would tell them where the place was 
located. Oswald refused to discuss the matter. Captain Fritz asked, :: Ara you 
a Communist? :: Oswald answered, ~Hc , I am a Marxist but I am not a Marxist 

“ er.irist n ._ Captain Fritz asked him what the difference was and Oswald said it 
raid true too long to explain it to him. Oswald said that he became interested 
in the Fair Play for Cuba Committee while he was in Hew Orleans; that he wrote 
mo the Committee " s Headquarters in hew York and received seme Committee litera- 
ture and a letter signed by Alex Hid ell . He stated that he began to distribute 
that literature in New CrleahsMahd”iu'ijas at that time that he got into an 
altercation with a group and he was arrested. He said his opinions concerning 
Fair Play for Cuba are well known; that he appeared on BillJStukey * s television 
pregram in New Orleans on a number of occasions and was interviewed by the local 
press often. He denies knowing or ever seeing Hidell in New Orleans, said he 
be uneven in ail of the tenets of the Fair Play for Cuba and the things which the 
Fair Play for Cuba Committee stood- for, which was free intercourse with Cuba and 
freedom for tourists of the both countries to travel within each other 8 s borders. 



Among other things, Oswald said that Cuba should have i-oided diplomatic relation- 
ship with the United States. I asked him if he thought that the President 7 s 
assassination would have any effect on the Fair Play for Cuba Committee. He said 
there would be no change in the attitude of the American people toward Cuba with 
President Johnson becoming President because they both belonged to the same 
political party and the one would follow pretty generally the policies of the 
other. He stated that he is an avid reader of Russian literature whether it is 
communistic or not; that he subscribes to “The' Militant ", which, he says, is the 
weekly of the Socialist party in the united “States (it is a copy of :; The Militant” 
that Oswald is shown holding in the photograph taken from his effects at Irving 
Street). At that time he asked me whether I was an FBI Agent and I said that I 
..as not that j_ was a member oi tne Secret Service. He said when he was standing 
rront of the Textbook Building and about to leave it, a young crew-cut man 
rushed up to him and said he was from the Secret Service, shewed a book of 
identification, and asked him where the phone was. Oswald said he pointed toward 
the pay phene in tne building and that he saw the man actually go to the phone 
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before he left. 
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I asked Oswald whether as a Marxist he believed that religion was a-. 0 p-ate 
r~ ? sc ? le ^ .he said very definitely so that all organised religions tend 
oo oecc....e monopolistic and are ube causes c-f a great deal of class warfare I 
asked him whether he considered the Catholic Church to be an enemy cf the~* 
Communist philosophy and he said well, there was no Catholicism in Eussil; 
tnat Wne closest to it is the Orthodox Churches but he said he would not further 
i-_scu5s^ has opanacns of religion since this was an attempt to have him say some- 
chang which could be construed as being anti-religious or anti-Catholic. 

Capt. Frits displayed an Er.co street ma p of Dallas which had been found among 
Cs.:ala-s enecb an a he rooming house. Oswald was asked whether the man was his 
and whether he had put some narks on it. Ee said it was his and remarked «]•£' 

God don't tell ms there's a mark near where th is t hing happened”. The mark was 
pointed cut to him and he said “Shat about the other marks cn the map?- I put a 
number of marks on it . I was looking for work and marked the daces* where* I ve^t 
for jobs or where I heard there were jobs". 



Since it was obvious to Captain Frits that Oswald was 
he terminated the interview at that time. 
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l approached Oswald then and, out of the hearing of the others except perhaps one 
o-^pap^axn riaz’s men, said that as a Secret Service agent, we are arnicas to 
ualx wiz.-- him as soon as he had secured counsel; that we were responsible for the 
Si —* u y °3 ^ ne Resident; tnat the Dallas Police had charged him with the assassi-

He said that ho vculd be* glad to discuss this 
yo. ~?b,s_ticn -Jith his attorney and that after he talked to one, we could either 
discuss i. wiuhhxm or discuss it with his attorney, if the attorney thought it 
was «ne wise .rang no do, but that at the present time he had nothing mo^e to ^ay 
no me. 0 swale was then handed seme different clothing to put cn. The clothing 
lucluced ^a sweater. Captain Frits made a number of telephone calls to ascertain 
mem;: ae preparations he had placed into effect for transferring the prisoner 
;5! Cour.oy^ail were ready and upon being so advised; Captain Frits and members 
-Soccoive cureau esccrued Oswald from the Homicide Office cn the third 
llcor to the basement where Oswald was shot by Jack Ruby.

Detective Daugherty, who accompanied hiss. He did not regain consciousness at 
any tine during the treatment until he died. At the time of his death rrvself 
Defective Daugherty and Colonel “'Garrison of the Texas State Police were or. the’ 
fifth floor of the hospital" arranging a 'security room in which to take Oswald 
in the event he survived the operating room treatment. It was never necessary 
to use this room and upon learning of his death, I urooeeded to the -ersue to 
arrange for his family to view the body, linen the family heard of.-the death 
they were in the process of being interviewed by Special Agents iunkel and Howard, 
and requested tc be brought to the hospital. Oswald ; s brother, Robert, who had 
also come to the hospital, was being interviewed by Sueeial Agent - Howleit . Befo-e 
the pest mortem was performed, Oswald's family, with tbs execution of Robert,* 
viewed the body. Robert arrived too late to view the body before the autopsy 
had started and was not permitted by hospital authorities to view the body". The 
: liy was accompanied during the viewing by the hospital chaplain. 

-or mxxxng arrangements through the chaplain and another clergyman for the 
burial of the body, the family was returned to a secluded scot under the orotec- 
ticr. of Special Agents lunkel and Howard, and the Irving Texas police. Precaution 
was oaken to unsure their safety ir. view of the excitement caused by the killing 
of Oswald. Special Agents Howard and Xunkel did an excellent jcb in handling the 
security of this family detail ar.d insuring their safety. Thereafter, I was 
called by SAxC Houck who advised me that the President and the Attorney General 
were concerned about the safety of this family ar.d instructed that ail crecautions 
should be taken to insure that no harm befell thc-m. SAIC Bouck was advised that 
o..e . amioy was presently under our protection j we would continue croviding 
protection until further notice. 

snr.ci day, ± :?as contacted by SA ricoertscn or the FBI i;hc asked “whether 
.:e nac sene one v?iuh the family. He uas assurba~tha tT we had. He requested to be 
advised *.:nsre the lamiiy had seen taken. Since their ultimate destination vas 
Uw.nc.n -o c.o fne uirne rj x assured him that uhen I learned of their i-jhereaoouts 
J ^ it oO him. He said tnat they received instructions from the Attorney 

General and President Johnson that precaution should be taken to insure the f airily 
safety. 

Sunday, November 2Lth, I iras advised of the location of the family and 
_--.ee: _auexy notifiea Hcoeruson and inquired whether they non nished to take ever 
M..exr pro ^action. ne said no they had no such instructions, they merely wished to 
be -ssured that someone uas looking cut for their safety. I assured then that
